The claims disclose diarylmethylidene piperidine derivatives 
that are used for treatment of pain, anxiety or functional 
gastrointestinal disorders. 

Documents D1-D2 disclose structurally closely related 
compounds with the same activity as the claimed compounds. 

Document Dl which is considered to represent the most 
relevant state of the art, discloses structurally closely 
related compounds. The subject-matter of claim 1 differs 
from Dl (see the claims) in that the aminogroup xn that the 
aminogroup is in para-position instead of in meta-position 
on the phenyl -group. 

The subject-matter of claims 1-9 and 14 is therefore novel
